All-Time High 


Now, in peace-time, with the 
national income at an all-time 
high, the deficit is to be a record 
high and the President has called 
for authority to raise the national 
debt limit from $283 billion to 
$288 billion and to remove the 
interest rate ceiling on bonds. In 
order to prevent a further flight 
from savings bonds their rate 
would be upped from 3.26 per 
cent to 3%.

Let’s Place Blame 
Where It Belongs 


he newly approved budget of $156,- 
700000 for operation of the Georgia 
schpol system for the 1959-60 term is the 
best that could be expected in view-of the 
state’s financial difficulties. 

By effecting all feasible economies the 
education department should be able to 

tain and possibly improve standards 
of ‘the system and at the same time 
hattdle the additional burden posed by 
an @xpanded school population. 

But there will be no-room for “extras” 
in é¢xpenditures. 

It is regrettable that money is not 
available for an increase in teachers’ pay. 
Ceftainly it is to be hoped that Georgia 
soon will be in position to elevate the 
salary scale at least to that of the na- 
tional average. 

But for the 1959-60 term no across- 
the-board increases are in sight. 

There could well have been, 
had+it not been for two factors. 

One is that so many counties have ac- 
corded a bare minimum of financial sup- 
port to schools. They look to the state 
to supply the bulk of their educational 
funds and the state does so at the ex- 
pense of other counties who do contrib- 
ute their share to the needs of Georgia 
education. 

For the other factor, look back to the 
Griffin administration. 

While it is true that the former gov- 
ernor did raise teachers’ salaries, and 
we salute him for it, it is also true that 
widespread abuses in other areas of his 
regime left the state in its present fi- 
nancial straits. 

Political road work, including work 
that was certified as being done but was 
not done, costly purchasing practices, 
failure to collect taxes from certain firms, 
padded payrolis—to name a few examples 
—have taken their toll. 

Let the teachers place the blame where 
it belongs.

Klaus Fuchs’ Knowledge 
Is of Little Value Now 


Klaus Fuchs, the man who gave the 
Russians secrets believed to have en- 
abled them to produce nuclear weapons 
two years earlier than would have been 
possible otherwise, has been released from 
prison in England. His term of nine years 
for spying was ended. 

Fuchs was allowed to fly to Com- 
munist Fast, Germany where his aged 
father, a teacher, lives. 

Why was he allowed to go to the 
Communists, taking with him his great 
knowledge in science? 

The British believe that atomic and 
nuclear knowledge is now so far ahead 
of what Fuchs knew when he went to 
jail nine years ago that he has no new 
knowledge to supply the Reds. 

We move faster and faster toward 
the power to destroy the world ... with 
fire and brimstone. And if that isn't 
enough we now have had the lid raised 
just a little on chemical’ and biological 
warfare. A gas has been demonstrated 
which paralyzed a number of dogs for a 
number of hours, leaving them unharmed 
by the experience. Presumably, if al- 
lowed to drift into enemy ranks or any 
enemy city, such a gas would paralyze 
all living persons and animals. 

No one wants war. But we certainly 
eannot fail to prepare for it.

Most Dangerous of All 


The State Highway Department’s traf- 
fic count for 1958 showed that while the 


highways close to the coast, U.S, 17 and 
301, have the heaviest uniform load 
throughout, U.S. 41 from Atlanta to the 
Tennessee line. outranks them as the 
busiest section of highway in the state. 


Both eastern routes showed an av- 
erage count of 4,500 vehicles a day. 


But U.S. 41 northwest from Atlkanta 
carries a load averaging 11,000 daily at 
Calhoun and Dalton and mounting to 
17,000 at Marietta and 20,000 in Ful- 
ton County. 


US. 41 is figuratively a mighty 
Mississippi when it comes to traffic flow. 
The state highways feed it as tributaries. 
U.S. 411 empties its flow above Carters- 
ville. 


From Cartersville to Marietta, this 
great arterial route is engineered for the 
load. Below Marietta it is pitifully in- 
adequate. 


Until the new interstate 75 alleviates 
the situation, U.S. 41 from Fulton County 
to Marietta demands the concentrated 
attention of both the State Highway De- 
partment and the Safety Department. 

Only by engineering improvements 
and constant patrol can the road be 
made safer. Until it gets engineering 
and enforcement, it is the most danger- 
ous highway in the state.

Atlanta—Below is my reply to

We know man existed long be- 
fore any organization and, there- 
fore, long before laws.

We always have tried to live 
by the laws in this country.

I speak of men and laws. Men 
make the laws, the laws control 
men’s actions. Yet both the man 
and the laws are subject to a 
higher law—a law that exists in 
almost every philosophy of most, 
if not all, religions: Brotherhood 
and Justice. 

In the Christian tradition an- 
other word is added: Love. If 
these words are applied, how can 
custom differ too much from 
laws—if both custom and laws 
are based on brotherhood, justice 
and love? And in order for cus- 
tom and laws to be just, man 
must first be just. This is our 
challenge.—J. J.

WASHINGTON—Something’s wrong in the 
world’s richest country. The spread is growing 


too fast again between the rich and the poor. 
For a while it seemed that everybody was doing pretty well. The rich

Then something — I don’t know 
what, inflation I suppose — came 
along to widen the gap again be- 
tween those who have more than 
they need and those who don’t 
have enough.

kind of person is wholehearted. 

The ancient Hebrews thought 
of the heart as being something 
more than a vital organ in their 
bodies. Their understanding of 
medicine was limited but their 
understanding of the emotions 
was unlimited. The Bible is filled 
with allusions to the heart. 
“Keep thy heart with all dili- 
gence,"’ said a Hebrew poet, “‘ior 
out of it are the issues of life” 
(Proverbs 4:23). 

The Biblical writers usually as- 
sociated the mind, soul and heart 
together. The kind of distinction 
we make regarding these words 
was not common among them. 
They thought of the heart as being 
identical with the intellect and the 
will. The heart set in motion 
all of the worthy ‘attributes of a 
man’s character. Heart and per- 
sonality were one and the same. 

When we hear the words ‘‘Have 
a heart!’’ we don’t usually think 
more than that we should be sen- 
sitive toward the feelings of an- 
other. But the meaning is deeper 
than this. It means our capacity 
to respond not only to other men's 
need but to God's will for our 
lives. It means that we are 
spiritually awake, morally respon- 
sive, and intellectually alive. 


Nuclear Test 


Is Choice of Risks 


WASHING TON—Letters from numerous read- 
ers show there is at once a wide hope that 
agreement can be reached with Russia to end 


Ban 


nuclear testing and a wide concern lest we accept an errangement 
which does not provide dependable inspection. The letters usually cen- 


ter on two points. 

Some argue that those who fa- 
vor an immediate ban on at- 
mospheric tests only are insin- 
cere and really want to continue 
underground testing indefinitely 
—this on the ground that the 
Soviets oppose ending one form 
of tests only, want all or nothing. 

Others say that those who raise 
doubts—as this column has done 
—that the administration may be 
going too far too fast toward an 
inadequate inspection system are 
recklessly hurting the negotia- 
tions at a time when they look 
most fruitful. 

Neither of these contentions 
seems to me well taken. 

In the first place, they are 
self-contradictory. Since the ad- 
ministration has advocated an 
immediate ban on atmospheric 
tests, you can’t consistently at- 
tack the administration for both 
going too far and not going far 
enough. 

In the second place, I have not 


strong case for ending all tests by 
agreement. It is this: 


Relative Risks: Just as there 
are some risks in ending tests— 
risks that some violations might 
go undetected—there are risks 
in allowing them to go on and 
on, reaching toward ever more 
destructive weapons. It is to a 
degree a choice of risks.

Norway Hotel Fire Kills 7; 
Georgian Turns In Alarm 


From Press Dispatches | 
Fire destroyed a famous resort hotel in Stalheim, Norway, early 
Tuesday, killing seven persons, injuring 35 and leaving 17 missing. 
A Georgia hotel owner turned in the first alarm and was credited 
with keeping the dead and injured toll from being éven higher. 


More than 100 guests, most of 
them American tourists, were 
forced to flee the burning Stal- 
heim Hotel, leaving money, pass- 
ports and luggage behind. 


The hero of the pre-dawn fire 
was Horace Caldwell, 66, of Al- 
bany. Caldwell is owner of the 
Gordon Hotel in Albany and Radi- 
um Springs resort hotel near Al- 
bany. He and his wife are on a 


vacation tour of Europe. 


Caldwell told friends in Albany 
Tuesday that he woke about 3 
a.m. and heard “roaring and 
snapping’ sounds. He raced from 
his first floor room to the lobby 
of the hotel, shouting to awaken 
guests.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Sen. Tal- 
madge took the floor of the Sen- | 
ate Tuesday to denounce a report 
published last week on racial 
incidents in the South since 1954. 


The Senator called the report 
“‘an irresponsible, unfounded, and 
slanderous attack upon the good 
name of the South.” 


He branded the three groups 
who published the report as “‘or- 
ganizations dedicated to racial 
agitation.” 


ORGANIZATIONS NAMED 


They are the American Friends 
Service Committee, of High 
Point, N.C., the National Council 
of the Churches of Christ in the 
United States of America, of | 
New York City, and the Southern 
Regional Council, of an Auburn 
avenue address in Atlanta. 


They joined in publishing a 30- | 
page booklet titled ‘‘Intimidati 
Reprisal, and Violence in the 
South’s Racial Crisis.” | 


Talmadge said the three agen- 
cies ‘‘sought by innuendo, distor- 
tion, association and half truths 
to conclude from a series of 530 
unrelated ‘incidents’ spread over 
a four-year period that law, order 
and harmonious race relations no 
longer exist in the 11 states of 
the South.” 


CALLED ONE-SIDED 


“This studied effort to indict a 
whole region of our nation is 
wholly one-sided and makes no 
pretense at comparison with other 
periods or regions, nor does it 
attempt to report on the manner 
in which these so-called ‘inci- 
dents’ have been dealt with under 
due process of law in the states 
and localities where they oc- | 
curred,’’ Talmadge declared. 


“The hypocrisy which motivated | 
this biased and inflammatory pub- | 
lication is unspeakable and de- | 
serves the condemnation of all | 
fair-minded Americans regard- | 
less of their place of residence,”’ 
the Senator added. 


Talmadge inserted in the record 
editorials from The Augusta Her- | 
ald and The Savannah Morning 
News attacking the report as a 
biased distortion of facts slander- 
ous to the entire South. 


ATTACK CALLED UNJUST 

In Atlanta, the Southern Region- 
al Council issued a statement ex- 
pressing belief Talmadge had not 
read the report and calling his 
attack unjust.

He cashed the queen and king of 
trumps and, when East showed 
out, it was too late to retrieve the 
slam. Declarer could ruff one 
more heart, but that was all.

We must confess that declarer’s 
error was a rather human one. 
However, when large rewards are 
waiting to be reaped, extraordi- 
nary precautions would seem to be 
in order and a 41 trump break is 
by no means an oddity. Declarer 
should be willing to give up 30 
points to increase the safety of 
the contract. The play that locks 
up the reward is to lead a low 
diamond from dummy cnd put in 
the eight.

Blocked Artery 
In Leg Perilous 


There is a condition called ar- 
teriosclerosis obliterans of the 
extremities, in which the arteries 
of the legs become so hardened 
that the flow of blood is partially 
or even completely obstructed. 


This lack of circulation can be | 477; 


dangerous. : 


The symptom first noted by the 
patient is pain on walking. Many 
diabetic patients suffer from this 
condition, and for this reason the 
care of their feet is very impor- 
tant. The great danger with this 
disease is that with complete ob- 
struction, gangrene due to lack 
of blood supply, occurs. 


There are changes in the pulse, 
either a weakening or absence of 
pulse. Sometimes, also, coldness 
may be a complaint of the pa- 
tient. 4 


Not infrequently, nature com- 
pensates by what is called col- 
lateral circulation, smalled blood 
vessels taking over the work of 
the large vessels. There may be, 
and usually is intermittent limp- 
ing. 

This condition occurs most 
often in middle age and early old 
age. Men are much more fre- 
quently affected than women. It 
is more serious in those who 
have evidence of hardening of 
the arteries in the brain and 
heart, as well as in the leg ar- 
teries. In fact, in those patients 
whose only evidence of arterio- 
sclerosis is in the legs the disease 


may not progress, and the condi- | 
tion may even improve with time | 


because collateral circulation be- 
comes established. 


The exact lecation of the ob- 
struction may be detected by in- 
jecting the blood with an opaque 
substance and taking an X-ray of 
the area. A clear picture of the 
vessels and the place where one 


_is closed off thus is obtained. A 


graft from another blood vessel 
may be made and circulation 
thus restored. This surgical 
treatment cannot be used in all 


| cases, however, nor is it always 


necessary. 


The more conservative treat- 
ment consists of general meas- 
ures for good health, especially 
good care of the feet, the avoid- 
ance of cuts or other injuries to 
the feet and legs and, most im- 
portant, the omission of smok- 
ing. No smoking is a must in this 
condition, 


This disease was once consid- 
ered a fatal one. Amputation 
considered 
the only solution to the problem.

9,500 Hold 
Non-Listed 
Telephones

Are Atlantans getting more se- 
cretive? Are they hiding from 
people more? 


According to the Southern Bell 
Telephone Co. office that handles 
non-listed and non-published tele- 
phone numbers, Atlantans are fol- 
lowing the national trend in get- 
ting more and more unavailable 
phone numbers. 


Although no records are kept, 
officials at the telephone company 
estimate that the number of non- 
published numbers, those that are 
not available at information or 
the business office, run into the 
thousands. 


The number of non-listed num- 
bers, which are kept on file at 
information but are not listed in 
the city directory, is slightly 
higher. Clack Tucker, Atlanta Di- 
vision Customer Relation super- 
visor, estimates the number of 
non-listed telephone numbers at 
9,500. 


But while the number of non 
listed and non published numbers 
grows at the rate of about 10 
per cent a year over the nation, 
the use of secretive numbers in- 
creased only about six per cent in 
Atlanta last year, an average 
year. 


Most non-published numbers are 
requested by people having do- 


mestic squabbles or by divorcees. 


Mrs. Hazel Coile and Mrs. Betty 
Hinton, who handle the non-pub- 
lished and non-listed numbers, 
said that women, more than men, 
request non-published numbers in 
domestic cases. 


“They sometimes say, ‘My hus- 
band’s running around with an- 
other woman and she’s calling 
me up,’ or something like that,”’ 
said Mrs. Coile. 


Persons bothered by crank call- 
ers will usually get a non pub- 
lished number for awhile, and 
sometimes politicians, business- 
men and professional men who 
want to be out when they are in, 
will request a non-published home 
phone. Contractors using tempor- 
ary phones at construction sites or 
persons seriously ill also are fre- 
quent users of the non published 
service.
